@. Under the provisions of the My itary Construction Act of 1955 
(P.L. 162), CIA was authorized 5h, 500 0,000 for the purpose of construe sere 
ites Headquarters installet ba One Prolintnary funds for plaiming and other 

purposes in the amount of £5,500, 000 were provided in the Sueplezental 
ppropriations Act, 1956. “iis reans that 1é will be necessary to cxevre 
en additional ¢ tho, 000, COO in appropriations frem thé Congress in eee ‘to 
complete the construction, provided the instaMation is loanted a Langley, 
Virginia. If CIA dees not locate its now headguarters instal. nae at 
Tangley, Virginia, the over-all) authorisation vill be reduced by the 
$8,560,060 which vas authorized for the construction of the extension 

of the George Vashington Meroritel Park EVay to the Langley cite, but an 
additional sum of not to exceed $350,060 ray be ubilic 200 Lor the purches 

of land foro site. As a technical ratter, if GIA does not locate at 


-Tangley, the appropriation to be requested would be in the mrount of 


$43,000, GOO with the $350, 009 coming oub of the oe >, 500,009 alvendy author« 
ized. y exponditure "for other purposes" subhorized by Title IV of 
PP... 161. 


3. A decision must be reached 28 to whe shez ce CIA ets mao in the 
fortheoning session of the Congress, oll of the rowining money vhich it 
requires to complete construction, or will on uly reat nest such porecion of 
the required funds as can foraseeably be contracted ane Y or Gxeended during 
Fisenl Year 1957. From the Standnoint of GLA, st Would be preferable to 
request o11 of the rerainins fusds ob onea. This is standord nreetice 
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in government construction, as the money remains availeble until expended. 
Because of the probability that the entire amount will not be woilized in 
F/Y 57, hovever, the Bureau of the Budget and the Administration ray desire 
that CIA request only a.portion of the remaining funds during the Second 
Session. If thie is so, wa will haye to determine how much we feel can 
actully be expended or contracted for during fiscal year 1957, and re- 
quest appropriations in that .emount.

Recause of the manner in which the GIA funds were 
set up for the building project in the treasury, and because Sor purposes 
of this account GIA is carricd ‘in the Bxecutive Orfice of the President, 
the Poreau of the Fudget had originally contenplated placing the request 
for the additional CIA construction funds in the appropriations Lor 
Generel Government Matters.

% If CIA continues to carry its construction funds as a part of 
the military construction program (by which legislation the funds vere 
originally authorized), one must boar in mind thas the military construc- 
tion bill is one of tha last bills to be processed through the 
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. Appropriations Comitcees, and that the appropriations for these purposes 

- @one rather late in the secsicn. For exormpie, in 1955, the niiiter 
constreetion bill ttsolf vas not introduced until 20 ho wil, and hearings 
on tha cypropriatvions Cor ancneed dn dune. The House hppi opr dbd, one Come 
rlttec, however, expects that this bill wlll be sent vp in March, 1956, 
GO that more Nees ay St ction can be hed. 6 will bo recalled that the CXA 
eypropria ation request Sor construction funds was not forrslly submitted 
to the Congress a the = cesident’ until 2 July 1955, although actually the 
Nouse Appropriations hearing on tha GIA buliding undo was hold as the 
end of dune.
